ofganizing the banking laws and 
providing for a state department of 
banking under a superintendent to

The first. of the highway bills to 
reach the governor was the motor 
vehicle tax law. This was signed 
by the chief executive Saturday. The 


bill reconstituting the state high- 
way commission will not reach him 
until Monday. 

In this connection attention has 
been called to a conflict between 
the measures. The motor vehicle 
law provides for the Gistribution of 
the highway fund among the coun- 
ties according to post road mileage. 
The commission bill leaves it dis- 
cretionary with the highway com- 
mission. how the fund shall be ex- 
perided provided work is begun as 
near simultaneously as possible in 
all the twelve congressional dis- 
tricts.

High Cost Fight Will Be 
Discussed at Mass Meet- 
ing Monday Night, 
When Former Congress- 
man Howard and Others 
Will Speak. 


Statements from federal officials 
that definite action would be taken 
the early part of the coming week 
upon evidence that has been gather- 


ed against food hoarders and prof- 


iteers jn Atlanta and Georgia, were 
given emphasis Saturday night by 
dispatches from Ashéville stating 
that Honorable Sam Sibley, the new- 
ly appointed judge of the morthern 
district of Georgia, is ;expected at 
that place today to cenfer with the 
senior judge; William T. Newman, 
and possibly to be sworn into of- 
fice by the genfor judge. Although 
no information was given out in 
Atlanta concerning the visit by 
Judge-Sibley to Asheville, it is be- 
lieved that his trip there will result 
in his being sworn in as a federal 
judge, and that he will return to 
Atlanta at once and take an active 
part in the campaign that is being 
waged by the government forces 
against the high cost of: living. 

Although it was freely stated 
Saturday afternoon by the district 
attorney that a large mass of evi- 
dence had been placed in his hands 
with reference to alleged hoarders 
and profiteers, he declaréd that ho 
fégal proceedings would be inaugu- 
rated against dealers in food until 
a complete investigation had been 
made concerning the privileges such 
dealers have, under the law, of 
storing food matter for legitimate 
purposes, 

Will Make Thorough Pruber 

“J shall take up the evidence that 
has been presented to me,” said the 
district attorney, “and will go to 
the bottom of it, finding out wheth- 
er or not the holders of large quan- 
tities of food and produce who have 
been reported to me are within 
their-rights under the law. In some 
instances, the storage of food is le- 
gal, provided it is not done for the 
purpose of withholding supplies 
from trade or obstructing distribu- 
tion. All these questions will be 
thoroughly gone into before defi- 
nite action is taken.” 

It was indicated, however, that 
should it appear that food is being 
held for the purpose of creating a 
scarcity and for increasing protit, 
that action would be at once taken 
by the federal authorities, He did 
not state that the federal grand 
jury would be convened to take 
part in the probe, but thig has been 
intimated by other todays offi- 
cials. 

The fact that Hopérahlel@ani Sib- 
léy has gone to Asheville to con- 
fer with Judge William T. Newman.

of Ohio, and was open to all ac-, 
credited students of all universities, : 


colleges and high schools through- 
out the country. ‘ 

Young Harper, wh is just 20 
years of age, was a member of the 
Students’ Army Training Corps of 
Atlanta university, and completed 
his sophomore year in 1919 with 
honors, 

The contest was based on sug- 
gestions contained in an address of 
Senator Robert J. O’Brien, delivered 
in the Ohio senate April 1, and was 
partly inspired by a remark of the 
great French Premier Clemenceau’s 
reply to Melville E, Stone, head of 
the Associated Press, when Stone 
complimented the “tiger” upon his 
excellent command of English. The 
premier replied: “I don’t speak 
nglish; 1 speak American.” 

In writing of Harper’s success, 
. H. Newman, state librarian of 
Ohio, said: 


“This young man has great prom- | 


ise for his race. Nothing can pos- 
sibly contribute more ta the uplift 
of thé African than the education 
and careful training of such men 
as young Harper.

John W. Crenshaw. well-known 
Atlanta lawyer, who, after being 
repeatedly rejected for military 
service, went overseas as a ““Y” sec- 
retary, has returned to resume the 
practice of law at 419 Atlanta Na- 
tional Bank building, with: Walter 
Visanska. 

Mr. Crenshaw saw varied service 
overseas, visiting England, Frarice, 
Italy and Belgium, and nearly lost 
his life in the Toul sector when a 
big box of supplies for the boys up 
front fell on him and caused a six 
weeks’ trip to the American hospital 
He probably bears a 
unique distinction among overseas 
Y men by -having been designated 
by the war department to defend, 
before courtmartials, officers and 
men accused of military offenses. 
He also had interesting conversa- 
tions while stationed at Winchester, 
England, in charge of a ¥ hut, with 
Secretary Newton Baker, Rudyard 
Kipling, Constantine, sister of King 
Albert, of Belgium; Napoleon, the 
man who would be emperor of 
France but for the French revolu- 
tion, and was personally conducted 
through the house of lords by John 
Burns, the English labor leader. 

Mr. Crenshaw pays great tribute 
to the Americanism of the Twenty- 
eighth (Keystone) division, of Penn- 
sylvania, with which he was sta- 
tioned in the Toul sector. His im- 
mediate assignment was a German 
regiment from Allentown, Pa., and 
he says that if anybody wanted to 
get a fight started all they had to 
do was to insinuate his boys weren't 
true Americans. He declared this 
was true of the German born. 

Mr.Crenshaw has some interesting 
stories to tell of the English and 
French people in contradiction to 
what he terms German propaganda. 
He declares that outside of the 
Americans, there are hardly any 
finer people to be found than the 
French and English; that their 
friendship for America will be 
lasting. 

Since his return in June to Amer- 
ica, Mr. Crenshaw has been visiting 
his old home in Kentucky. 

He returned to Atlanta a few 
days ago to take up a practice which 
he describes as “having somewhat 
scattered since his departure over- 
seas,” but, he says, “without a sin- 
gle regret.” His many friends will

The word vehicle as used in this ordl- 
nance’ is hereby defined to include automo- 
biles, motorcycles, carriages, buggies, drays, 
wagons, hacks, trucks, equestrians, bicycles, 
led horses, and. everything on. wheels or 
runners except strect cars or baby carriages 
which are used to transport either persons 
or freight or matter upon the streets. 

The word driver as used in this ordinance

Senator C. C. Pittman, of the 42d 
district, which is composed of Bar- 
tow, Floyd and Chattooga counties, 
was one of the most active partici- 
pants in all the progressive legis- 
lation of the recently closed session 
of the Georgia legislature.

Mr. Pittman is a graduate of 
Emory college, having completed his 
course there in 1912; after which he 
went to the University of Georgia, 
where he finished his law studies iu 
1915.-Immediately after this, he be- 
gan his successful career as a law- 
yer in Cartersville. He married Miss 
Emily Daves, of Cartersville. 

Mr. Pittman is a prominent secret 
order man, and his numbers of 
friends are unanimous in their pre- 
diction of a highly successful future 
for him.

Repairmen of Company Are 
Kept Busy on Broken 
Cables.

Due to the severe lightning storm 
of early Saturday morning there was 
a considerable interruption in the 


telephone service of Atlanta and vi- 
cinity, and the repairmen of the 
Southern Bell company were kept 
busy the entire day Saturday re- 
pairing the broken cables. 

Lightning almost always does 
some damage to telephone cables, 
is the explanation given by J. Epps 
Brown, president of the company. 
He says that the damage is not al- 
ways great, but that. lightning al- 
most always strikes a number of 


the cables, and the effect is usually 
a break in the cable which ‘allows 
the water to get inside to the in- 
closed wires. 

Before service can be resumed aft- 
er such a break it is necessary to 
make a “splice” in the cable, and 
frequent showers such as occurred 
Saturday gfeatly hinder the work 
of the repairmen since they cannot 
splice the cables while they are ex- 
posed to rain.

Historic Track Presents 
Several New Trotting 
Events, in Addition to 
Charter Oak Affair. 


Purses Reach Amount! @

Hartford, Conn., August 16.—The 
forty-five years which have elapsed 
since Oak park was opened has 
made many changes in the vicinity 
of the track. It is now the oldest in 
the Grand Circuit. In 1874 the limit 
of trotting speed was 2:14; now it is 
below two minutes, while the smooth 
running bike sulky has taken the 
place of the high-wheeled yehicle in 
which Doble and Marvin appeared at 
the first meeting. 

As the years rolled by, the trees 
that, Burdett Loomis planted around 
the course and near the grand stand 
added a park-like effect to.the 
grounds, making them the most 
beautiful .racing, plant in America. 
The track; however, remains as it 
was originally planned, the only 
change being a widening of the 
homestretch to accommodate the 
large field of starters. The _ soil 
which bore the imprint of the shoes 
worn by Goldsmith Maid and Smug- 
gler is the same that L. Princeton 
and Ante Guy will race over on 
Labor day. The superintendent of 
the grounds is now busy combining 
the course so that the footing will 
be fast and safe for the Grand Cir- 
cuit cavalcade, which will be there 
as soon as they close thier engage- 
ments at Boston. 

When Charter Oak park was built, 
it was 4 miles from Hartford. New 
Park avenue, which is now a busy 
street, was then a country road, 
while the section known as Park- 
ville had a few houses scatterec 
over the land that is now Grete 


with factories and houses and criss- 
crossed with paved streets. No 
doubt the time will come when 
Charter Oak park, like all other 
courses built near cities, will have 
to give way to the demand of the 
builders of factories and homes, but 
until it does it will remain the one 
great pleasure ground in New Eng- 
land, where the light harness horse 
reigns supreme.

A similar freak happened last 
summer 6n the Polo Grounds. In 
the slanting wire screen which cov- 
ers a great part of the central por- 
tion of the grandstand there was 
just one small break. That break 
was where some wires had spread a 
trifle. In one game a tall foul 


‘fly was hit back toward the stand. 


It eame down. straight, passed 
through that small space without 
touching a wire, and descended 
Plump upon the heaa of a woman 
spectator. Her hat and hair saved 
her from injury, but the club learn- 
ed the price of millinery.

Famous Rat Hole. 


The Chicago freak recalls the fa- 
mous rat hole on the old Exposition 
park in Pittsburg. The hole was al 
the ground level in the grandstand 
and directly behind first base. It 
was perhaps four inches long at the 
surface of the ground, and not more 
than two and a half inches high and 
when the grass was a iittle 10ng it 
could not be seen at all. 

It was the only break that could 
be found in the front of the stands 
and was never noticed until one 
day with the Boston club playing 
Pittsburg, the Boston shortstop 
overthrew first base. Ordinarily.«tbe 
runner would have reached second 
on the error but the ball disap- 
peared instead of bounding back 
from the stands. 


° Tenney, who was playing first, had 


to hunt all along the front of the 
stands before he could discover the 
hole into which the ball had dts- 
appeared. The freak gave Pitts- 
burg a run and a vicsory. 

The hole was forgotten for sev- 
eral weeks, when the Chicago elub 
came to Pittsburg. In the first game 
of the series Dahlen threw wild to 
first base, the ball took one *bound 
and disappeared through the rat 
hole and the result was another vic- 
tory for Pittsburg. 

There was a long argument about 
the matter but the umpire refused 
to disallow the run considering it 
merely an accident. Within the next 
month Pittsburg won another game 
because of a ball going through the 
rat hole and the Pirate players be- 
‘an to consider it a Better ‘Ole. 

hey refused to permit anyone to 
kick dirt into the hole or to block 
it in any way and the hole became 
the cause of wrestling matches, ard 
almost fights. Visiting players tried 
before every game and sometimes

The fact was that the measurement 
showed that the square hole was too 
small for a baseball to pass through. 
After the game the players took a 
ball and strove to push it througna 
the hole with their hands and failed. 
Finally one took a bat and after 
several blowe succeeded in driving 
the ball through the hole. Yet it 
had passed through the opening 
cleaniv while rolling at a r- 
rate of speed and the only explana. 
tion of the freak ever advanced war 
that the ball was twisting and hal 
twisted its way through the hole,

One of the famous freaks of the 
fame was the nail on the fence of 
the Sunday grounds at St. Paul, in 
the old Western league. I have 
heard several players, among them 
Frank Isbell, declare that the story 
is true but hesitate to vouch for it 
not having seen it. 


The Sunday grounfis in those days 
were outside the city limits and thcy 
were about the size of a pill box. 
The fences were high but the field 
was so short that it was hard to 
get more than one base on any hit 
inside the grounds. Sometimes when 
the ball was sharply hit, the out- 
fielders played it on the rebound 
from the fence so rapidly that the 
batter had to sprint to reach first. 


Isbell says he was pitching a 


game there once and had it won by 
two runs in the ninth with two out, 
The next batter reached first on an 
error, the next singled. Still Isbell 
was. not worried because he knew 
it would take two hits‘on that field 
to tie the score and he was good in 
those days. The next batter drove u 
fly against the right field fence. The 
outfielders gathered to catch the ball 
on the rebound but the ball did not 
rebound. It stuck on a wire nail 
three feet from the top of the fence 
and before anyone could find a lad- 
der the game wast lost: 

The story became rather famous,

Senate Investigation Com- 
mittee at Washington 
Finds Poor Roads In- 
crease Living Cost. > 


* 

Washington, D. C., August 16.— 
Legislattve forces are again on the 
trail of Old High Cost of Living. 
These forces are in full swing, with 
the senate district subcommittee 
taking the lead at the national 
capital. 


So far Old High Cost has had his 
usual luck in keeping.more than a 
tail’s length ahead. His pursuers 
have been unable to “get anything 
on him;” that is, anything they can 
tie to. 

This last chase started a few days 
ago when government employees de- 
cided they had reached the limit of 
endurance in trying to keep up with 
ascending food costs. Their appeala 
for &conomic relief reached congre-s 
with the result that the hynt for 
the old villain was on again, and 
the entire country soon joined in . xv 
chase. Already the. pursuers are 


striking the usual conflicting and 
diverging trails. One scent leads to 
the packers, another to the butter 
and egg trust, another to this and 
another to that. 

In all of the hearings and discus- 
sions, both in public and private, 
earnest scekers after the fundamen- 
tal reasons which underlie the pres- 
ént causes of unrest find themselve: 
coming out on the same old trail, 
the unimproved road. It is the 
profiteer’s safe ambush, protectiny 
as it does a long line of cormo; is 
in the form of unnecessary middle- 
men who are aided in their nefa- 
rious work by the devious and un- 
reHable routes to market. 

Whatever the remedy proposed, 
there is always the matter of trans- 
portation. Regardless of how manv 
marketing agencies may be bro~’t 
into operation, or how many restric- 
tions may be thrown around the 
middieman, no permanent. sol. . : 
can be reached until the road be- 
tween the prodncer and consumer is 
shortened by types of construction 
that will insure a spredy and open 
thoroughfare to market under all 
weather conditions. These are faciv 
that are becoming more deeply im- 
prceeen upon the legislative mind =< 
tigh cost investigations proceed. 

It is admitted that roaa building 
hes been given a tremendous boost 
during the past few years. But 
even with construction under way 
practieally in every state. such ~~”. 
struction is largely in patches, and 
the process «f working out from th; 
neighborhood road to a compréh: 
sive system must necessarily be 
slow, too slow, in fact, to meet the 
economic. demands of the hour 
which are now being so sharply /ex- 
pressed in the cry for lower prices 
on food. | 

Farsighted members of congress 
have had in mind the need for a 
still greater development of public 
roads, with the result that a bill 
for a national highway system ia 
now pending in the United States 
senate, introduced by Senator 
Townsend, chairman of the commit- 
tee on postoffices and post roads, It 
is proposed in this measure to cre- 
ate a nation-wide system of high- 
ways under federal control and 
maintenance embracing not less 
than 2 per cent nor more than 5 per 
cent of the mileage in actual use in 
each state. The location of the fed- 
eral lines is to be determined by a 
federal highway commission, after 
advising with the various state 
highway departments. 

he national system is planned to 
provide an outlet or a logical and 


seconomical connection with the vae 


rious state highway systems, the 
latter in turn to be co-ordinated 
with county systems. Thus it is 
proposed to permanently solve the 
highway transportation problem ih 
its relation to living costs by pro- 
viding once and for all a complete 
system of logically connected and 
well built highways in order to fi- 
nally remove the profiteer’s chances 
for covering up his nefarious prac- 
tices in price juggling on _ food 
products, as he is now able to do 
owing to inadequate lines of deliv- 
ery from the producer to the con- 
sumer.

STRIPPING OF HUNGARY 
FORBIDDEN BY ALLIES 


Paris, August 16.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—Rumania will not be 
permitted to strip Hungary, accord- 
ing to the draft of the supreme 
council’s reply to the last note from 
Bucharest. The Bucharest govern- 
ment is informed that the fixing of 
the amount of reparation to be made 
by Hungary, as well as its distribu- 
tion, is a matter under control of 
the allied and associated powers, 
and that until final decision is 
reached all war, railway and agri- 
cultural material now in Hungary 
and subject to distribution will de 
under the common administration of 
the allied powers. The text of the 
reply follows: ; 

‘The peace conference, without re- 
verting to a certain. number of 
points which call for correction, on 
its part, notes with satisfaction the 
Rumanian ‘declaration that it in- 
tends to work in agreement with 
the policy which the conference 
adopts in Hungary. It .interprets 
this declaration as an indication 
that Rumania, as.a state partici- 
pating in the peace conference, in- 
tends to conform to the decisions 
of the conference communicated 
through the military mission .dele- 
gated to Budapest by the supreme 
council.

“The supreme council insists on 
the fact that final recovery of war, 
railway or agricultural material, or 
of cattle, ete., cannot oceur at pres- 
ent. According to thé principles of 
the peace conference, accepted by all 
the allies and applied in particular 
in the treaty of peace with Ger- 
many, it is the right of the assembly 
of the allied and associated powers 
alone to fix the reparation to be 
made by Hungary and determine 
upon ite distribution among inter- 
ested states. Neither the Rumanian 
army nor the Rumanian government 
has the right itself to fix Rumania’s 
share, assets of all kinds belonging 
to Hungary being a pledge held by 
the allied powers in common.’ 

Delivery of the Rumanian note, in 
which the Bucharest government 
claimed that the Rumanians in con- 
fiscating property in Hungary were 
“merely getting back their own 
property,” and insisted that the 
armistice of November, 1918,.:“no 
longer exists” was delayed, accorda- 
ing to a statement made by the Ru- 
manian delegation today, because of 
its great length and the difficulty 
experienced in decoding it The Ru-

Londonderry, August 16.—The soi- 
diers used in suppressing riots be- 
tween nationalists and unionists in 


Londonderry Iast night and early to- 
day were withdrawn from the scenes 
of the disorder at 4 o’clock this 
morning. | | 

A number of rioters were injured | 
during charges by the police and 
soldiers. A* police tmspector was 


‘knocked down and kicked severely 


during a baton charge. 

Rioting and looting occurred dur- 
ing the past night and early this 
morning. Troops charged on mobs. 
but did not fire any shots. The 
soldiers, however, were met with 
a volley of stones when they at- 
tempted to break up a nationalist 
demonstration. The monetary loss 
from looting and from damage to 
property is estimated at thousands 
of pounds by police authorities. 

The trouble started when nation- 
alists set fire to a large number 
of tar barrefs, which had been col-

ALL EUROPE FACING 
COAL CATASTROPHE 


Berlin, August 16.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—That all Europe is 
facing disaster in the coal situation | 
is the common opinion of industria] 
and shipping leaders, wha have been 
conferring on the subject here fo: 
the last few days. Walter Fehling, 
of Hamburg, a shipping expert,:in 
discussing prospects for the coming 
winter, so far as Germany is con- 
cerned, declares the fuel situation 
will positively prove a more potent 
reviver of acute Bolshevism than 
will food. 

“The question is: Can the hungry 
people stand added privation anda 
freezing for three or four months?” 
he said. “Machine guns may subdue 
Bolshevism, but they cannot yield 
coal. Their effect is purely nega- 
tive, while the present critical sit- 
uation calls for positive accomplish- 
ments.”

wll go to the building will be com- 
posed of cheerfulness and optimism 
rather than marbid‘ty and unavail- 
ing regret.” After the madness of 
war we need to test our sanity and 
since a sense of humor is consid- 
ered an infallible proof that reason 
sits enthroned, what better subject 
can we use for our testing than 
humor in fiction? 

There are to my mind three types 
of humor combined with a story 
which are represented by three 
time-honored “classics” of different 
climes and different ages: Don Qui- 
xote, Tartarin de Tarascon and the 
slie¢hter but almost immortal Alice 
and her Wonderland. The essen- 
t‘'al element, the germ, of humor 
—that is, the element of the unex- 
pected—is present equally in these 
three as in all other humorous writ- 
ing, but the medium through which 
it is developed differs distinctty 
enough to justify the term types. 


Hamor iu Character. 

In the first type, it is in char- 
acter that the element of humor lies. 
The character may be wxnusually 
clever as was Lazartllo de Tormes 
and as have been all the other rogues 
of picturesque fiction; or he may 
be unusually simple as was dear 
Uncle Toby; or he may be. thor- 
oughlv unworldly as was Don Qulx- 
ote of La Mancha. Given a char- 
acter so consistently unusual, set 
h'm in any environment, and the un- 
exnected is bound to happen. Turn- 
ing to our fiction shelves we find 
Tommy. the sentimental; J. J., the 
irrepressible: Denry, the audacious. 
and the higeh-handed Helen: Alice, 
who so efficientlv handles her fam- 
‘ly. and a whole troup of other 
children from the altogether charm- 
ing 17-vear-old from whose “angle” 
Mr. Phillpotts shows us a winter 
in London to our own shrewdly 
American Huck and Tom. 

The second type lends itself to a 
rousing good story with a well-de- 
fined berinning. middle and end, 
for here humor lies ‘n the situation. 
To take an ancient example, humor 
promptly arises when Apuleius 
turns his hero into an ass and runs 
riot until the rose leaves are found 
and eaten. Inevitably a comedy of 
errors evolved when Shakespeare's 
Dromios avpeared singly and to- 
gether. while the real joy in Tar- 
tar'n begins when the delightfully 
boastful, delightfully eraven fellow 
is actually committed to his lion 
hunt. 

Mirth provoking sitnations are not 
unnsual if the most humdrum lives 
and we have only to nause a mo- 
ment to call to mind and enioy 
again the tangle into which the 
youth was wonnd before once he 
gzot himself and his girl aborrd the 
lueger. Birmingham reveals the 
very essence of the lovable imnprac- 
tical chivalry of the Irish, those 
eonstant insptrers of the Comic 
Muse, in his “Search Party.” where 
the lady in desperation -seeks her 
unjustly incarcerated lover, but ts 
thwarted at every turn by the so- 
lie¢itude of the Irish who are de- 
termined at anv cost to spare her 
the shock of finding the one she 
loves in jail. Almost funniest of 
all is the shr'nkine Priam Fahl. 
who chose to be buried alive and 
his Alice Challice. who nvrade that 
state so delightfullv comfortable. 

Humor in Parndex. 

The third type. when rendered 
rreatliy as Carroll does “Alice in 
Wonderland,” is the paradox of the 
unexpected being the expected, the 
humor lying in the fact that the 
characters cant'nue to bekave pre- 
cisely as usual in completely un- 
usval circumstances. Alice is no 
whit disconcerted when she finds 
that etiquette makes it necessary to 
take the next seat at the hatter’s 
tea party although the refreshments 
at that place have been partaken of 
already by the Dormouse. now 
asleep in the teapot. This little 
English miss exhibits engaging ev- 
idences of common sense and pru- 
dence in her topsy-turvy world, 
but not more engaging than the 
thrift and forethought shown by 
Mrs. Lecks and Mrs. Aleshine from 
the middle west, when suddenly 
they find, their leaky lifeboat 
swamping beneath them. Their 
discussion of the relative advan- 
tages of jumpine over board or 
standing still and letting the boat 
make way wit itself are only a 
foretaste of thé joy of the broom 
stroke to propel oneself at sea, and 
the financial arrangements nego- 
tiated in the ginger jar. 

This acceptance of the laws of the 
society being described is, accord- 
ing to Mr. Wilson Follett. in his 
‘The Modern Novel,” the sine qua 
non of the comic spirit, so admir- 
ably exemplified in Meredith and 
Austen: found, but with less vivid- 
ness, in “Cranford,” and again 
found in Thackeray, but not pel- 
lucid and clear as in the two mas- 
ters. 

There is another element found 
in all humorous writing which is 
capable of legding a numorous glow 
to otherwise prosatec characters and 
situations: thfs lies in’ the skiliful 
choosing of words to .express the 
thought.which call up such differ- 
ent associations that the necessary 
element of the unexpected is ap- 
parent. I know of no better exam- 
ple of this clever cho’ce of words 
than J. C. Smith shows us in his 
“Principal Girl.”

BSiderable advance in tue cost . of 
canned goods, due to many causes, 
among which are the export trade, 
snortage of labor, and loss of avail- 
able portions of the crops, due to 
weather conditions. 

It is possible for every woman 
who undertakes to can food to make 
a splendid success of it if she will 
first discard all old-fashioned or 
out-of-date methods, and second, 
closely follow the directions for us- 
ing the new and improved cold- 
pack méthod, so called because the 
food is first prepared and then 
packed cold into jars. ‘Then the 
necessary amount of cooking needed 
to keep the food is done with the 
food in the jar. 

Third. Use nothing but strictly 
fresh and nearly ripe foods. 

Fourth. Sterilize all utensils be- 
fore satarting to: work; and see that 
each jar has a perfect-fitting . lid. 
Use, none, but the, best rubbers. 

Fifth. Work. 
Many foods, such 48 asparagus, corn, 
peas and, beans. contain a vegetable 
substance ‘that. the bacteria quickly 
dévelop in: if these foods are peér- 
mitted to stand in a warm ro m, 
say in’ the sun or in piles so that 
they start to heat-—all this develops 
the bacteria.

Everybody knows from experi- 
ence, in these days of amateur pho- 
tography, what chemical and dig- 
illusioning results are obtained by 
placing the subject too close to the 
camera. A good looking individual 
can be made ridiculous, and a splen- 
did pile of architecture can be in- 
duced to take on the Jines of the 
wildest cubic drawing by the lack 
of perspective. As with people and 
palaces, so it is with historical 
events. We hear a great deal about 
the “perspective of history” and 
how essential it is to the accurate 
evaluation of international events. 
We must be far away from the pas- 
sion and turmoil of great happen- 
ings before we can pass judgment 
on them, we are told. No one dis- 
putes this truism of historians; on 
the contrary, in the midst of our 
most heated discussions about poli- 
cies, we are dimly aware that opin- 
ions so ardently held today may 
seem absurd to us in the light of to- 
morrow. In short, to be able to oc- 
cupy a front seat, at the nioment 
when history is being made, is in- 
téresting, but one nevertheless runs 
the risk of being disappointed be- 
fore the close-up, prosaic features of 
a great event. 

No one could have appreciated 
more than I the opportunity of see- 
ing the peace treaty signed at Ver- 
sailles on that memorable day in 
June—a day so painfully longed for 
by millions of people. Who but an 
unimaginative dolt would have fail- 
ed to grasp such an’ opportunity? 
Yet, by staying away. I might have 
escaped a great disillusionment—all 
my life I would have pictured the 
tremendous accomplishment as an 
event of indescribable solemnity, in 
a getting of incomparable impres- 
siveness, In reality (for the truth 
must be told), the actual’ ceremony 
of the signing of the treaty was no 
more impressive than. a meeting in 
the town hall of a federation of 
clubs for the purpose of electing 
officers. for the ensuing year; and 
in point of orderliness, I think the 
meeting of clubs would stand first. 

By a happy accident, the day upon 
which peace wag signed fell upon 
the feast chy of St. Irenee, second 
bishop of Lyno, whose name, de- 
rived from the Greek, signifies

peace. The elements, too, were at 
peace, and June 28 was such a day as 
that described in Herbert's lovely 
poem: 


“Sweet day, so cool, so calm, 80 
bright, 
The bridal] of the earth and sky.” 


The park of Versailles, Le Notre’s 
masterpiece, was beautiful in its 
freshness after showers. Its noble 
lime trees, horse chestnuts and 
beeches, superb centenarians that 
they are, stood motionless in their 
repose of summer luxuriance, The 
air wes filled with the faint fra- 
grance of clipped boxwood and fad- 
ing linden blooms, and the formal 
Parterre du Nord and Parterre du 
Midi, of the palace terrace, were 
blazing with a thousand scarlet 
blossoms. Later in the day those 
magnificent fountains of Latona, of 
Apollo and of Neptune were to spout 
their pale green water high into the 
air from the midst of their fantas- 
tically intermingled figures of tri- 
tons, sea horses and reptiles. 

In the gallery of mirrors, planned 
by Mansard and decorated in fresco 
2 Le Brun, the treaty was to be 
signed. This splendid gallery is

But their usefulness 
consisted chiefly in being ornamen- 
tal and'‘they were imposed upon by 
visitors without tickets, who boldly 
flashed -tops of highly colored ciga- 
rette boxes or tickets of admittance 
to the Pershing stadium before them 
and thus gained entrc®*:ce to the gal- 
lery. Doubtless these ruses would 
have been discovered had any order 
prevailed in seating members of the 
press and other invited guests, as 
all of these held seat numbers. But 
no one paid any attention to seat 
checks and confusion’ reigned un- 
hindered. 

Naturally, it was the intruders 
who pressed to the front, blocking 
the aisles between the velvet-cover- 

ing the view 
of those behind them. his action 
called forth loud murmurs of “down 
in front!” and “assis!” its French 
equivalent, which was mistaken by 
some for hisses directed at the Ger- 
man delegates. As there seemed no 
way of controlling the less orderly 
element, those who began by being 
decorous became. discouraged, and 
many of the latter mounted the 
handsome stucco cornices about the 
walls and from thence climbed into 
the niches occupied by statuary and 


marble urns. Glancing up, one re- 


ceived a shock on seeing a derby 
hat poised on the top of an ele- 
gantly carved alabaster vase, or a 
big awkward vambera propped high 
against a statue of Minerva, whose 
marble orbs seemed to look down 
with an expression of injured dig- 
nity on the “democratic” manners 
of a twentieth century ceremonia! 
gathering. 

The constant shifting of the 
crowd and the continued hisses of 
“assis!” made the proceedings in- 
audible to all except those in the 
seats adjacent to the delegates’ 
tables, and so one was at liberty to 
give his undivided attention to the 
comical by-play going on about him. 
The usual altercations between 
French and Anglo-Saxons on the 


similar group could escape eclipse ly sealed, and the air became stif-

fling. Then dignified elderly Eng- 
lishmen in frock coats began to 
struggle with the cumbersome brase 
bolts of the imposing windows, 
to be rather excitedly led a 
their French colleagues who 
them to understand that the adm 
tance of fresh air would be nothing 
less than lese majeste. a little 
comedy occurred at ‘least 

dozen times at the window near 
which I was seated. 

Various were the styles of dreas 

worn by the gentlemen present. Al- 
lied uniforms were, of course, 
plentiful; there were blue ‘serge- 
morning suits, black frock coats and 
cutaways, and a few of the spec- 
tators were in full evening dress. 
One pushing individual of the 
“ward-heeler” type, who stepped on 
my toes and Knocked my hat awry. 
had on a dinner coat, a four-in-hand 
tie and a false shirt front which 
Zaped on one side and revealed a 
striped garment underneath. A 
Japanese gentleman waved a paint- 
eG fan and another diligently made 
sketches—very expressive ones—in 
his pocket sketchbook. 
, The motley character of .the 
scene made me think by contrast 
of the days of the grand monarch, 
whose Swiss bodyguard had abso- 
lute power of granting or declining 
access to his master and whose 
whole official vocabulary consisted 
in the following phrases: “Pass, 
gentlemen,” “Withdraw, gentlemen,” 
“No admittance, my lord.” Peers of 
the realm could not overwave this 
square-shouldered colossus and 
many a golden louis was slipped 
into his hand by would-be visitors 
to the royal presence. He spent his 
days and nights in the anti-cham- 
ber to the king’s bedroom, “a sim- 
ple screen separating his bed from 
the powers of the world.” 

Could the ghost of this Swiss have 
looked down upon the scene of June 
28, 1919, contrasting it with the 
pomp and rigid ceremony of the 
olden days, what must his ghostly 
thoughts have been? Could he have 
seen the miniature cameras shoot 
up in the air at intervals with their 
sharp click click; could he have 
Witnessed portly politicians stand- 
ing on the sacred velvet benches; 
could he have beheld athletic lady 
reporters cinging to the niches built 
for marble goddesses—what would 
he have been heard to exclaim? 
Something like this, perhaps: 

“O democracy! What sacriliges. 
are committed in thy name!”

How Federated 


Club Women 


Will. Help in Thrift Movement 


“The federated club women of the 
nation can prove one of the great- 
est agents in pushing the Thrift and 
W. S. S. movement now being or- 
ganized in the United States treas- 
ury department,” states Mrs. Samuel 
Lumpkin, director of the woman's 
division of the sixth federal reserve 
district, her headquarters the Rhodes 
building, Atlanta, Ga. 

Mrs. Lumpkin gives a very inter- 
esting account of the organization 
which the woman’s division of thrift 
represents. 

“It is a government-made organ- 
ization,” explained Mrs. Lumpkin, 
“in no way a part of any other or- 
ganization, but under the direction 
of the United States treasury depart- 
ment. 

“The purpose of the organization 
is to reach every woman of the na- 
tion with the message of thrift, and 
to promise them a plan with which 
they can work to apply the princl- 
ples of thrift. The organization 
consists of a director for each of 
the twelve federal reserve districts, 
she being appointed by the men dl- 
rectors of the districts. She in turn 
appoints a state director for each 
state in her district, whose aim it 
is to reach every woman whether or 
not she belongs to any organized 
group. 

“The state directors form their or- 
ganizations; some dividing the states 
into districts, others into zones, and 
sub-committees in counties. Each 
state director is responsible for the 
in aer 
state. 

“The mobilized work of the wom- 
en of the nation during the period 
of the war was .so clearly accom- 
plished through the co-ordination of 
all women’s organizations then ex- 
isting, it was decided that this same 
coordination on women’s forces be 


drawn into the thrift and savings 
movement. ; 
The Conference of Leaders. 

“Accordingly there was a confer- 
ence called in Washington in June 
of the federal directors of the wom- 
an’s division, and the heads of all the 
women’s national organizations. At 
this conference the representatives

“Bringing the subject to the state 
and the relation of all women’s or- 
ganizations in the state to the state 
director of the thrift and savings 
society, it is clearf$y set forth that 
every woman’s state organization, 
the federated clubs and other organ- 
izations will work in closest co-op- 
eration with the state directors. The 
state federations of clubs are to 
create departments or committees of 
thrift just as they have for educa- 
tion, legislation, child welfare, etc., 
this department of thrift an  in- 
tegral part of the federation pro- 
gTrecn. 

“Now, as I see it,” said Mrs. 


Lumpkin —herself a prcminent club 
womar, end the chairman of thrift 
in the Gvorgia federation—“it must 
be borne in mind that.this new 
thrift and savings movement is the 
only national work for women un- 
der government direction and au- 
thority, therefore, its dignity and 
importance, and it must be remem- 
bered this work will have no rec- 
ord in the authorized history of 
woman’s work unless reported 
through the state authorities. 
Woman's Division. 

“In working with the thrift move- 
ment itgmust be remembered fur- 
ther that the woman’s division is a 

art of it, under the directional 
eadquarters of the men’s commit- 
tees; thus saving two departments 
of overhead workers. 

“Mr. Silas W. Davis is the direc- 
tor of the sixth federal reserve dis- 
trict, therefore the official to whom 
all financial reports are sent, and 
from whom they go to the govern- 
ment. 

According to the organization as 
so far moving, every chairman of 
a thriftt or savings society must 
send financial report of her society 
to Mr. Davis, the general headquar- 
ters, Rhodes building, Atlanta, Ga., 
and a duplicate report to the state 
director of the woman’s division of 
that state—thus making a perma- 
nent record of the work of every 
society with the national govern- 
ment. This system unites every 
Thrift and War Savings group, large 
or small, with the departiment of the 
United States treasury, and at the 
Same time crediting the Sixth Feder- 
al district with its full quota of 
workers.

Recruiting of student nurse reserve 
in connection with the surgeon gen- 
eral’s office has reported over 300 
student nurses enrolled. Very few 
were called for service. 

In addition to the 750 personnel 
in the Emory university hospital 
unit, taken over by the army, it is 
estimated that the Red Cross re- 
cruited 50 additional workers for 
foreign service from Georgia. 


The Emory Unit. 

This hospital unit, with surgeons, 
doctors, nurses and -enlisted men, 
was wholly Georgian and as many 
of its doctors were from the staff 
of Emory university, it bore that 
name. 

It was taken over by the army, 
and has a fine record of many 
months of foreign service.

| Mrs. BlackW earied Not inWellDoing| 


Mrs. Black was one of the truly 
great women of Georgia, and her 
death will be mourned as a loss to 
the entire state. She was known 
everywhere, from the mountains to 
the sea, in large communities and 
small communities. Her name was 
a synonym for charity, for gentle- 
ness of spirit, for love of humanity, 
for constructive citizenship. No 
man or woman in the last century 
has exerted a stronger influence for 
the uplift and advancement of the 
state. 

She was born on February 9, 1851, 
in the old Peters homestead at the 
corner of what are now Forsyth and 
Mitchell streets. In those days of 
the infancy of Atlanta the principal 
homes were situated in the neigh- 
borhood of the present Terminal sta- 
tion. The Peters home long since 
passed away in the march of prog- 
ress, and on the ground now stands 
a modern business building. 


The late Mr. Richard Peters, 
father of Mrs. Biack, was one of the 
original pioneers of Atlanta. He 
came here from Pennsylvania as the 
engineer in charge of surveying the 
Georgia railroad, and upon the com-

It is a most 
remarkable document, prepared 
with painstaking. attention to de- 
tail. touching at many points the 
great events of American history, 

Mrs. Black was educated at the 
famous Brookhall school of Miss 
Eastman, at Media, Pa. To this 
school went some of the prominent 
rirls of the United States in those 
days. and on its alumnae roll to- 
day are many of the leading wom- 
en of the nation, 

Early Interest in Charity. 

rs. Black became interested in 
welfare work as a girl. On her 
eighteenth birthday her father 
“wanted to.give her a diamond ring, 
but she asked him to give her a 
saddle horse instead, and he granted 
her wish. She named the horse 
“Diamond,” and rode it on her er- 
rands of mercy all over the city. 
She became known then as “Miss 
Nellie,” which was derived from her 
Christian names, Mary Ellen. and 
by this name she was known to the 
day of her death. She adopted it and 
signed herself by it. 
In 1877 she was married to Colonel 
George Robison Black, a prominent 
lawyer of Screven oounty, Georgia. 
He served through the war between 
the states as lieutenant colonel of 
the Sixty-third Georgia infantry. He 
was a memiber of the convention of 
Y877 that wrote the constitution of 
Georgia. He was a state senator in 
the general assembly of 1877-78. He 
was-a member of the national house 
of repFfésentatives from the first 
district of Georgia in the fortv- 
seventh coneress. While in attend- 
ance upon his duties in Washington 
he was stricken with paralysis in 
1882 and @died four years later at 
his home in Screven county.

She served as state chairman of 
the department of agriculture in 
the federation two years prior to 
her election to the state presidency, 
and in this capacity held agricul- 
tural rallies in every congressivunal 
district in the state and in many 
counties.

There 
were absolutely no laws to which he 
could appeal, and there was no offi- 
cial authority which he could exert 
in the enforcement of his own judg- 
ment. It is significant that the only 
pretense at any constructive legisla- 
tion on the subject (the Newlands 
act) had been found to be utterly 
inadequate. He had only the pres- 
tige of his great office to gain a 
hearing for an appeal to reason and 
patriotism. Thus poorly equipped, 
he was called upon to face the men- 
ace of an immediate industrial and 
social catastrophe 80 sree and so 
unprecedented as onl ag ht 
imagination could pic are At the 
same time a whole nation looked to 
him as their last hope for relief. 


Mr. Wilson's task, then, was not 
that of a judge handing down a de- 
cision upon the merits of a cause at 


bar, but that of a conciliator pro- 
posing a plan of agreement to two 
contending parties, which might be 
refused by either or both. So it is 
foolish and unfair to interpret the 
plan which he proposed as his full 
and final judgment upon all the is- 
sues involved. From this standpoint 
only should his conduct be judged. 
He frankly proposed a compromise 
which would gain a temporary peace, 
with the declared purpose of work- 
ing out immediately a plan for a 
permanent peace. It will be remem- 
bered that he asked the employees 
to surénder absolutely their demand 
for “time ard a half’ pay for over- 
time. Then he asked the employers 
to surrender, only: temporarily, to 
the demand for the eight-hour day 
as a basis for the payment of 
wages. This was only to continue 
pending an investigation of the ac- 
tual work of such a standard by 
a special commission appointed for 
this porpeee The brotherhoods 
agreed. he railroads rejected the 
plan on the ground that it was a 
surrender of the principle of ar- 
bitration, which og. 4 had proposed, 
and which the men had refused. 


Had No Authority. 

It is true the employees had re- 
fused to submit their cause to the 
usual methods of arbitration, and 
the president had no authority what- 


soever to coerce them. But it may 
jfairly be answered that the plan 
which he did submit, while not in 
the usual form, was in spirit the 
very essence of the principle of ar- 
bitration. It was not a final award, 
but a method of trial of the conten- 
tion of the men before an agreed 
tribunal, whose opinion was not 
even binding. 

It has been insisted that the facts 
in the case should have been ascer- 
tained first. But in reality, in a 
question like this, it would be im- 
possible to obtain all the essential

Hopeless Confusion. 

One could indefinitely multiply 
these circumstances which thus re- 
vealed the utter, and to the west- 
ern mind, the hopeless confusion in 
the Near East. The Rumanian epi- 
sodes of recent days is only one 
more of a series which extends 


found themselves the allies, first 
. f the Bulgarians against the Turks, 
Phd ther the associates of the Turks 
nst the Bulgarians, while Ruma- 
mia, the ally of Germany and Aus- 
tria, sent her armies against Bulga- 
/ria,.which was both.a secret ally of 
Austria-Hungary and had an Aus- 
trian sovereign. 
Bulgaria Assails Serbia. 

Then two years later, Bulgaria, in 

alliance with Turkey as Well as Aus- 
tria and Germany, assailed Serbia, 
and the Greeks of King Constantine, 
while officially neutral, surrendered 
to the Rurkes the province and the 
fortress won by the king in the war 
of 191%, to enable the Bulgarians 
to’ complete the destruction of Ser- 
bia. ; 
In the fall of the next year Ru- 
mania. followed the example of Italy 
and joined the western allies in an 
attack upon Austria-Hungary with 
a consequent war with Bulgaria. In 
this conflict Rumania, betrayed by 
Russia, was swiftly crushed, Buchar- 
est Was occupied by Hungarian, Bul- 
garian and German troops, and a 
year later, by the second Treaty of 
Bucharest, Rumania had to surren- 
der not only the territory she had 
taken from Bulgaria in the first trea- 
ty, that of 1913, but also her entire 
seacoast in the Dobrudja. 

Less than a year later, when Ital- 
fan troops had crushed the Austrians 
in the north and the Salonika army 
had overcome Bulgarian, Austrian 
and Turkish troops in the south, 
Rumania entered the war, took from 
the Bulgarians the territory seized 
by them, and ag&in invaded and 
this time held vast regions of Hun- 
gary. 

New Attack Forecasted. 
In the brief span of seven years 
than we ave seen te Bulgarians, 
the allies of thé Greeks and the 
Serbs and the enemies of the Turks

that hour when Rome was no long- 
er able to hold the Danube fron- 
tier, and the latter time when the 
Byzantine empire succumbed to the 
double attack from the north and 
from the south. In that period the 
Byzanitne Greeks, and Serbs, the 
Bulgars, the Turks, the Rumanians 
and the Hungarians have in turn 
dominated all of much of that no 


man’s land which extends from Bu- 
dapest to the Golden Horn, Each 
in turn has aspired to be a great 
empire, possessed immense power 
for a brief period and then yielded 
place to an ambitious neighbor. 


And underlying all else in this 
Balkan and Hungarian complications 
is the consciousness in the minds of 
each of the many nationalities that 
it was once a great nation and the 
belief that.it has an imperial des- 
tiny. 

The Greek turns backward to the 
Byzantine period, when the fron- 
tier of the eastern empire, still in- 
violate, extended to the Dantibe in 
Europe and tthe Cilician Gate in 
Asia. The Bulgar recalls the glories 
of Simeon,. the Serb, the conquests 
of Dushan. The Rumanian goes 
back to that Rumanian period when 
the colonists, all Trojan, settled te 
Dacian country between the Theiss 
and Dniester. Te Hungarian fixes 
his eye on that map of Europe 
which existed at the moment when 
the world war began and shows 
Hungary a state, in area, greater 
than Italy, with a population of 
more than twenty-two millions of 
people. 

Old Feuds Come Up. 

Now at this precise moment all 
feuds a thousand years old and sev- 
eral brand-new ones confront the 
statesmen or the students who 
would seek to find a reasonable 
and lasting settlement in the Near 
East. The Italians and the Jugo 
Slavs are in conflict from Glorizia 
to Scutari; the Greek and the 
Italian from Valona to Smyrna; the 
Greek and the Bulgarian from Sa- 
lonika to the outskirts of Constan- 
tinople; the Rumanian and the Bul- 
garian in the Dobrudja; the Ru- 
manian and the Ukranian in Bes- 
sarabia and the Bukovina; the Ru- 
manian and the Hungarian from the 
headwaters of the Theiss to Szge- 
din; the Rumanian, the Serbian and 
the Hungarian in the Banat; tke 
Serbs, the Croats and the Slovenes 
on the one hand, and first the Hun- 


garian and then the Austrian along 
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the Drave, and finally the Czecho- 
Slovaks and the Hungarians in the 
Carpathian highlands for the’ old 
Hutigarian state. 

At the present moment the con- 
ference of Paris is vainly trying to 
solve the Fiume question, the dis- 
pute as to Northern ‘Epirus and the 
Aegean islands, the cauieks of 
Thrace, to fix the title to the Do- 
brudja and to Bessarabia, the rights 
of the several claims in the Banat, 
and the just. and right frontiers in 
Transylvania. 


Now it is necessary to see the 
Rumanian adventure to Budapest in 
the light of recent and past history. 
For something like a thousand years 
the Magyars have held, in servitude 
beyond endurance, a quarter of the 


Rumanian-speaking population of 
the world. They have deprived these 
people of every right and every lib- 
erty. They have oppressed them in 
every conceivable way. Rumania 
entered the world war to redeem 
these lost children. She was defeat- 
ed and her country ravaged terri- 
bly, in part at least, by Hungarian 
troops. She re-entered the war, 
when Austria-Hungary was falling, 


‘to regain territory taken from her in 


1918 and territory hers justly, but 
never yet redeemed. 

Rumania and Poland will unques- 
tionably. be the two great new 
states to emerge from this conflict. 
Both will have an area greater than 
modern Italy, and a population ca- 
pable in no long time of exceeding 
that of the Savoy monarchy. There- 
fore Rumania, like Poland, is a 
force with which the western na- 
tions must reckon. She will be the 
most powerful state in the Near 
East, controlling the Danube, rich 
in natural resources, capable of 
enormous industrial expansion. 

Paris Conference Vacillating. 


In the old world of. practical pol- 
itics at the. congress of Vienna, or 
of Berlin, a state of Rumania’s 
potentialities would therefore have 
won a ready hearing for their de- 
mands. Moreover, this hearing would 
have been granted the more readily, 
since Rumania had been a faithful 
and, on the whole, an invaluable ally 
in a war in which she had suffered 
terrible losses alike in men and in 
money. 

But the conference of Paris, alike 
in the case of Poland and in the 
ease of Rumania, has found itself 
forever vacillating between new and 
idealistic conceptions and old-fash- 
ioned and. material considerations, 
Largely through American influ- 
‘ence there has been a constant ten- 
dency to seek ideal solutions repug- 
nant to dibs pag nations and on the 
whole pleasing to peoples recently 
in arms against the victors of the 
present war. 

Thus the Paris conference has so 
far refused to recognize Rumania’s 

ust claims to the old Russian prov- 
nee of Bessarabia. It has cham- 
pioned Hungarian claims on Tran- 
sylvania and in the Banat and in ad- 
dition supported Bulgarian demands 
in the obrudja. 

Forbidden to Oceupy Territory. 

The result has been that the Ru- 
Manian people have found  them- 
selves after their great sacrifices 
and sufferings in the war, forbidden 
id the nations in alliance with whom 
they have fought and to whom, at a 
critical hour, they brought invalua- 
ble assistance, not alone to occupy 
the territories to which their claim 
was at least as good as the French 
to Alsace-Lorraine, or the Italians 
to Trieste and the Trentina,; but 
also to establish their title to lands 
which they had already occupied, 
and to use their-armies against Ru- 
manian security. 

When I left -Paris a little more 
than two months ago, the Ruma-

Contestant With Hungary. 
What Rumanian occupation of Bu- 


dapest really means must be clear. 
Rumania does not arrive as tthe 
mandatory of the western powers. 
She arrives as the contestant with 
Hungary over a thousand years for 
the possession of certain provinces, 
until yesterday Hungary’s, with the 
memory of recent Hungarian out- 
rages in Rumanian territory, and 
the age-long record of Magyar op- 
pression against Rumanian peoples 
in Hungarian capital into the bar- 
gain. 
Who is going to prevent her from 
fixing those frontiers which corre- 
spond with her view of her just 
right, but have been challenged by 
the mapmakers of Paris? Who is 
going to prevent Rumanian soldiers 
from exacting come little compensa- 
tion from the Hungarian people for 
the destruction and the extortion 
of Hungarian troops in Rumania? 

Yesterday the peace conference 
was trying to get rid of a Bolshevist 
leader in Hungary as a preliminary 
to recognizing Hungarians and all 
their neighbors. But today the 
Bolshevist regime has fallen, not to 
proclamation but to invasion. After 
a thousand years the Rumanian peo- 
ple ahve at last achieved a unity 
long sought. The allies had no 
troops and they had no unity of 
purpose adequate to supply military 
force to drive the Bolshevist gov- 
ernment and army out of control of 
Hungary. Will it be easier for them 
to find troops to attack Rumania, 
their recent ally, in order to take 
from her territories to which her 
claim is at last as good as the Hun- 
garian? 


Invitation to Others. 


Moreover, and this is capital, what 
will be the effect upon the Czecho- 
Slovaks and the Serbs, of seeing 
Rumanian armies, in defiance of the 
Paris conference, occupying Buda- 
pest, and Rumania acquiring pos- 
session of the Hungarian provinces 
which she claims? Patently it will 
be an invitation to Jugo-Slav and 
Czecho-Slovak armies and statesmen 
to follow the same example. They 
have claims to establish in the Car- 
pathians and on either side of the 
Drave. Moreover, will the Ru- 
manians now, having broken with 
the Paris confereunce, fulfill the 
threat so often heard before, and 
send their troops into the Banat to 
sweep out the Serbs and complete 
‘the expansion of Rumania to her 
natural frontiers? 

Andinrace of al this, the western 
powers are by no means united. The 
English and the Americans sympa- 
thize with the Hungarians, the Ital- 
ians and *the French with the Ru- 
manians. All the western allies hes- 
itate to confirm Rumania’s title to 
Bessarabia lest it arouse the hos- 
tility of a Russia presently restored. 
But Rumania sees in this failure of 
her old allies to supoprt her east- 
ern claims, in their differences in 
the matter of the Hungarian fron- 
tier, in their frank rupture in the 
case of the Banat, ultimate eviden 
en necessity of acting for he 
se * 


16,000,000 Population. 


Her pathway is clear. She is now 
a nation of 16,000,000, occupying an 
area greater than Italy, with a po- 
mtential wealth incomparably supe- 
rior. Against the Jugo-Slavs, who 
contest her claims in the Banat, she 
hes the proffered assistance of the 
Italians, who are at odds with the 
dugo-Slavs along the Adriatic. 
Ageinst the Bulgarians, who still 
cling to their rights in the Debruja, 
which would deprive Rumania of her 
single seaport, she has the assured 
support of the Greeks, who contest 
with the Bulgars the possession of 
Thrace. Moreover, like Italy, she 
can set her face agdin towards a 
German alliance, because she can 
bring strerigth sufficient to ensure a 
forgetting of recent events. 

The Paris conference may now 
demand that the Rumanians submit 
to its decrees and surrender territo- 
ries Rumania holds its own, but no- 
body who knows the temper of the 
government and people of Rumania 
now believes this demand will be 
honored. It may accept under pro- 
test the Rumanian frontiers fixed 
by Rumania herself, but in either 
case it finds itself brought squarely 
face to face with a néw condition. 
To imagine that French, British or 
American troops could be sent to 
Danube to drive Rumania out of 
the Banat and Transylvania is to 
imagine merest nonsense. Cer-

GROSSING ACCENTS 
SLIGHTLY’ DECREASED 


Claimed Drivers’ Careless- 
ness Responsible for Ma- 
jority of Accidents. 


Washington, August 17.—(Special.) 
“When running at maxi“num permis- 
sible speed on unrestricted track, 
said R. J. Clancy, assistant to gen- 
eral manager of the Southern  Pa- 
cific, Western Pacific and tde- 
water Southern, “the average pas- 
senger train obstructs a4 crossing 
less than seven- seconds, yet, judg- 
ing from crossing accidents, there 
aré many drivers of automobiles 
who misjudge the speed of passen- 
ger trains or are too impatient to 
wait that long and as a consequence 
run into or afe striick by trains, 
resulting in serious injury or death. 


“During the first six months of 
1918, eighteen people were killed, 
eighty-one were injured and 233 au- 
tomobiles were damaged or desroyed 
in grade crossing accidents, com- 
pared with twenty-six killed and 110 
injured during a corresponding pe- 
riod in 1918, a decrease in 1919 ot 
30.8 per cent in the number killed 
and about 36 per cent in the number 
injured, which, in view of the in- 
erease in the number of automobiles 
in 1919 over 1918, indicates that 
gome progress is being effected in 
the prevention of such. accidents. 

“Of these 233, 30 stalled on the 
crossing and were struck by trains; 
111 attempted to cross almost im- 
mediately in front of and were 
struck by trains; 59 ran into trains; 
1 skidded into train; 19 ran into and 
broke down crossing gates lowered 
to protect them from passing trains; 
3 ran into and injured crossing flag- 
men; 4 ran into cattleguards or 
crossing signs; and 6 ran over and 
of track or were not sufficiently 
into clear. In the two latter in- 
stances the accidents resulted i at- 
tempts to Gscapée being struck by 
train after it was observed crossing 
could not be effected. 

“Racing With a train for a éroéss- 
ing; attempting to cross without 
first making sufe that it may be 
done safely; trusting alone to the 
car to hear an approaching train 
and not looking in both directions, 
especially when noise of automobile 
ehgine and drawn curtains inter- 
fere with heafing; conversing with 
other occupants of the machine:

As involving 
Such accidents, it is not a question 
of obstructed vision, for accidents 
aré occurring where vision is unob- 
structed in no less proportion than 
where restricted. It is not a ques- 
tion of flagmen, gates, or warning 
signals at crossings, for our flag- 
men have been riin down and in- 
jured, our gates run into and broken, 
and warning signals have been dis- 
regarded.

Apparently, in order to make me 
confess, I was subjected to a new 
form of torture, never practised by 
the Tzar's jailers.

Vism while drunk, was set free. Be- 
fore going some Of his fellows intrusted 
him with messages to their relatives.

begged the officer to visit them and 
tell of my plight.

I told of my wound in the back, of 
the operation that I gtill needed for 
the extraction of a piece of shell, and 
of my consulting a Petrograd physi- 
cian who advised me to go to the 
springs in Kislowedsk. I said that I 
had heard of fighting between Korni- 
lov and the Bolsheviki, at Novotcher- 
kask, but had no idea what a civil war 
Was like and never thought of a front 
in such a struggle. I, therefore, con- 
tinued to Nikitino, where the Com- 
mandant hag sent me on to Zverevo. 
Of course, I failed to mention the fact 
that the Commandant had sent on to 
Zverevoe not Botchkareva but Smir- 
nova, a Sister of Mercy I concluded 
with the statement that as soon as ! 
reached Zverevo I realized that I was 
in a bad situation, and surrendered to

Ple and societies. But still a goodly 
number remained, crying, cursing 
Lening and Trotaky, and asking pass- 
ers-by for food and shelter. It was a 
pathetic sight. The cruelty of the 
order made one's blood boil. It was 
an order apparently promulgated just 
for the sake of cruelty. The excuse 
that the Government needed the build.

I had left my medals and crosses in 


| Petrograd before. starting out on the

There were many officers aboard but 
they were not molested. The soldiers 
were friendly to them and to us. The 
all-absorbing topic was the advance 
of the Germans. Lenine and Trotzky 
were cursed and denounced as despots 
worse even than the Tsar.

The Soviet in Viadivostok kept 34 
very close watch over all arrivals and 
departures. AS soon as Nadia and ] 
reached a lodging house, our docu- 
ments were demanded to be sent to the 
Soviet for inspection. Nadia had a 
regular pa’sport, while I made use of 
the paper frem the Moscow Soldiers’ 
Section. It is usual for such docu- 
ments to be returned to their owners 
with the stamp of. the loca] Soviet on 
the backs. But our’s were somehow 
slow in arriving—not a good Omen. 

Difficulties at Viadivostok. 

I went to the Bnglish Consul and 
was received in hig office by an elderly 
Russian -Colonel, who served there in 
the capacity of secretaria] interpreter. 
He reeognized me at once, ag a tele- 
gram from Moscow announcing my 
coming had preceded me. The Consu 
was‘very kind and cordial when I was 


Win the good- 
’ = i me not only 
failed, but Were’ threats. The 
Bolshevikg might even send me back, 
I learned. I redoubled my plea to the 
Consul to send me away, even without 
the Soviet’s passport. He would not 
promise to do so, but under the pres- 
sure of my appeals finally showed an 
inclination to consider the matter. 
As soon as I arrived at the hotel, 
the proprietor took me aside to tell 
me that representatives of the Soviet 
had called in my absence, and inquired 
as to my doings and my plans. He 
had informed them that I came to look 
up some relatives, but wag unable to 
locate them. They left with the threat 
that they would return to arrest me. 
It wag not in my plan to wait for their 
arrival and allow myself to be sent 
back. I called up the Consul and told 
him of the latest development. Fortu- 
nately, he had some good news for me. 
An American transport wag to touch 
at Viadivostok two days later! 


Tricking the Red Guard. 


Nadia and [I hurried to the Con- 
sulate. The Consul declared that the 
Bolsheviks had threatened him if he 
should be found aiding me to get away. 
Méanwhile he proceeded to Have all 
the necessary foreign passports pre- 
pared for us. The difficulty of leav- 
ing Viadivostok without a pass from 
the Soviet still confronted us. The 
harbor wag under strict control, and 
the boats used to ferry passengers 
from the shore to the steamships Were 
manned and inspected by Bolsheviks. 

For nearly two days I remained in 

my room, in constant dread of the ap- 
pearance of Red Guards to arrest me: 
They did not come, however, appar- 
ently sure that I could not escape their 
net anyway. They had ample reason 
afterwards to change their minds 
about it. I then went to the Consul 
again. The American transport Sheri- 
dan was due that night, he said, but 
he was not sure yet if the Captain 
would be willing to take me on. 
The transport arrived in the evening 
and the Captain expressed hig willing- 
ness to carry me across the Pacific, 
At the request of the Consul I re- 
mained in hig house while my sister, 
accompanied by an officer, went to the 
hotel to get my things, and with them 
left for the vessel. Two hours later 
I called up the hotel to find out whether 
Nadia had been there with the officer. 
The proprietor informed me that 
about fifty Red Guards had just been 
there looking for me, and were pain- 
fully surprised to learn that I had de- 
parted.

Escaping to the Boat. 

I communicated to the Consul whit 
I had learned on the wire, and he hid 
me in a closet. Soon afterwards sev- 
eral Red Guards arrived, asking for 
Botchkareva. The Consul) denied 
knowledge of my whereabouts, declared 
that I had come to him only once, as 
a result of which he had applied to the 
Soviet for a passport for me, but since 
he was refused he washed his hands 
of my case. ‘ 

The officer returned, after taking 
Nadia aboard the transport, with the 
news that I would have company on 
the way as eight Russian officers 
were to be passengers on the same 
vessels. He asked me if I wanted to 
meet my fellow-travelers. I answered 
in the affirmative, ang ag they were 
at the moment at the Consulate, he 
took me into the room in which they 
were waiting. Scarcely had I crossed 
the threshold, when, glancing at the 
small group of officers, my eyes sud- 
denly fell on Leonid Grigorievitch Fil- 
ippov, my former battle adjutant, who 
had carried me unconscious under 
German fire to safety in that unhappy 
advance of the Battalion. 

I wag happy at the thought of jour- 
neying to foreign lands in the com- 
pany of an educated friend, with a 
knowledge of languages, peoples and 
geography, who was also devoted to 
Russia with all his heart.

HE whole discussion of the kaiser’s guilt 

and responsibility is so obvious that the 
question of his defense is not even con- 
sidered, although the peace treaty, in article 
227, plainly states that ‘‘a special tribunal 
‘will ‘be constituted to try the accused, 
thereby assuring him the guarantees essen- 
‘ial to the right of defense. It will be com- 
posed of five judges, one appointed by each 
ef the following powers: The United States 
of America, Great Britain, France, Italy 
and Japan. | 

“In its decision the tribunal will be 
guided by the highest motives of interna- 
tional policy, with the view of vindicating 
the solemn obligations of international 
undertakings and the validity of interna- 
tional morality. It will be its duty to fix 
tie punishment which it considers’ should be 
imposed. 


‘The Alliéa | and associated powers will © 


address a request to the government of the 
Netherlands for the surrender to them of the 
ex-emperor in order that he may be put on 
trial.’’ 

The fallacy, however, of arguing ‘‘around 
a circle’’ is, that one misses some of the 
points. Most of the world may consider the 
erstwhile kaiser guilty, but he himself and 
a good many million persons in Germany, 
Austria and Hungary, not to mention Ger- 
man sympathizers in other parts of the world, 
think him innocent. 


N deliberately setting out to write about 
the kaiser’s defense, however, my object, 
has not been to suggest probabilities or pos- 
sibilities, but rather to interpret recent 
events within Germany as they bear upon 
the proposed trial of the former emperor ; 
to state what may be some of the chief ques- 
tions of the defense; to indicate some of the 
officials: and personages of Germany and 
Austria who may be witnesses for the ac- 
cused and to show how the hand of death 
bas removed already from the Hall of Justice 
of Eurupe some of the chief witnesses, old 
associates of the kaiser. 

‘When he takes the witness stand’’ may 
appear a rash prophecy in view of the 
reported statement of William II that he 
would commit suicide before submitting to 
the humiliation of a trial. And did not the 
former ‘“‘crown prince’’ remark that ‘‘one's 
honor, you know,’’ might compel ‘‘father’’ 
to do it. All of which reminds one of Peer 
Gynt, who says in act iv of Ibsen’s great 
drama: 


**Now I have fathomed my destiny’s riddle. 

Now ’tis but preserving through thick and 
thin ! " 

It's excusable, sure, if I hold up my head, 

And feel my worth as a man, Peer Gynt, 

Also called Human Life’s Emperor. 

I'll never, more tread in the paths of the 
living. 

The present is not worth so much as a shoe- 
sole ; 

All faithless and ST a the doings of 
men ; 

Their souls have no wings and their deeds no 
weight."’

finally conchude that ‘‘a conscience at ease is 
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Germany. This is the first importgat step 
in the kaiser’s defense plans. In preparing 
for his trial he could not have had a more 
auspicious and encouraging beginning. ! 

But that is exactly what should be ex- 

‘pected from the present formation of the 
German Republic. Two years ago, when it 
was evident that Germany would emerge 
‘from the war by dethroning the kaiser, there 
were two possible outcomes of a revolution. 
The first, which seemed the most obvious 
and which was the one to take place, was an 
overthrow of the military power back of the 
kaiser, with the powerful business and 
financial interests co-operating with the 
sham Socialists, forming a new government, 
The second was a revolution of the Sparta- 
cides, destroying busirfss ‘‘militarism’’ as 
well as the other and more aggressive. Thus, 
as a result of the skin-deep revolution, 
neither the conscience of the German nation 
nor the commercial structure of the empire 
has been affected, and that conscience which 
was pro-kaiser in August, 1914, and the 
big business interests which subscribed to 
the war loans and accepted the confiscated 
machinery and supplies from Belgium, 
northern France, Russia, Poland and the 
Balkans are still pro-Wilhelm. Although 
the emperor has fied, two of the ‘‘powers 
behind the throne’’ still remain. Only the 
military and aristocratic clique has disap- 
peared. Of the three essentials to Germany 
during the war, people, business and army, 
two remain. + 

The result has been that, with the excep- 
tion of the president and premier, most 
cabinet officials, members of the peace dele- 
gation and diplomats appointed since the 
armistice by the new government have been 
men who served previously under the kaiser. 
From Count Rantzau, who was the imperial! 
minister to Denmark, and Haniel von Haim- 
hausen, former counselor of the German 
embassy in Washington, to the advisers of 
the peace delegation, Dr. Bernard Dernburg. 
Doctor Solf,.Count von Bernstorff and 
others, the representatives of the German 
republic have been appointees, in the past, 
of the former Hohenzollern monarch. - The 
most noticeable thing in the new government 
has been the entire absence, with the pos- 
sible exception of Field Marshal von Hin- 
denburg, of any military officials from. that 
powerful group of men who surrounded tne 
kaiser before and during the war. 

These former officials of the kaiser who 
now serve the new government have been and 
are still at heart loyal to William the Second, 
while the majority socialists, who nominally 
control the government, have never, until 


the day of the revolution, been against him . 


personally, although they have been antag- 


onistic to the military influences which sur- 
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government throughout the war. The first 
two contributéd niillions of marks for pro- 
paganda purposes, while Erzberger was the

." 
LTHOUGH those. men have ‘been pro- 
kaiser in the past, the riddle of the future 
as it relates to the trial of the kaiser is the 


attitude they will take toward his defense.’ 


Would Erzberger and Bernstorff, for ' in- 
stance, if called as witnesses in the kaiser’s 
defense, testify that the ex-ruler was not 
responsible for the violation of . Belgium’s 
neutrality or beginning the war? The 
answer to this question, curiously enough, 
depends greatly upon the kaiser’s attitude, 
which may be surmised by examining the 
following: . é 

Even .before the United States became a 
belligerent and .throughout the two-year 
period I was in Germany, from 1915 to 1917, 
as a correspondent, one heard almost daily 
and among all classes of people the saying 
that ‘‘the army will win the war and the 
diplomats lose it."’ The military always 
opposed the foreign office and officials of the 
latter always held the leaders of the general 
staff in contempt.- Fiven in 1916 the foreign 
office made no attempt to conceal its disgust 
for the policies of the army, while the higher 
officers were outspoken ‘in their belief that 
“if the foreign office would let the army 
alone the army would win the war.’’ One of 
the officials once complained in an interview 
he gave me that the German navy was “‘held 
in a net of notes’’ supported by the foreign 
office and that if the diplomats’ would ‘‘stop 
writing notes’’ and -‘“‘let the*navy aione’’ it 
would win the war. | 


HIS division of opinion within Germany 

was one of the foundations for the Amer- 
ican policy of Separating the German govern- 
ment from the German people, and through - 
out this controversy the kaiser was the butt 
of all opposition and condemnation because 
every dispute was carried te the ears of the 
former - imperial master. Until December, 
1916, the kaiser attempted to play both fac- 
tions agammst each other, supporting at first 
the diplomats and then his military ad- 
visers, but in January, 1917, he “‘cleaned 
out” his official household ; edemtai ted him - 


self only with military advisers and ap-, 


pointed Count Hertling as chancellor, to be 
a pawn in General ‘Ludendorff’s hands. 

At the time the United States entered’ the 
war the kaiser was completely under the 
influence of the military party, and he re- 
mained the puppet of the warriors until he 
motored into Holland as a defeated war lord. 
Immediately the foreign office group of poli- 
ticians and leaders came to the forefront, 
and since then they have been the political 
mainstay of the government advising, guid- 


ing: and directing the socialist executives. 


With his army defeated and discredited on 
the battlefield and throughout the world and 


limited in size and power by the terms of the 


peace treaty, William the Second, to obtain 


witnesses in. his favor, must return to the | 


diplomats and foreign office and take.a public 
stand against his own military party if he 


has any intention of justifying himself and ' 


his reign in the eyes of the ‘terman people. 
or presenting a case in seli-defense at his 
trial. There ‘is no other alternative and the 
ex-kaiser knows it. . 

This situation is what makes the recent 


and almost throughout. the entire war, and 
by Doetor Kriege, the aged. legal adviser to 


the foreign office. Zimmermann and Kriege 
. Knew more about the diplomatic events lead- 


ing upto the declaration of war; they prob- 
ably know more of the’ secret history of 
modern German diplomacy ‘than any other 


‘men in Germany with the sole exception of 


Von Bethmann-Hollweg. They have been 
and are, undoybtedly, still loyal to the old 
monarch, and their visit to him in exile 
must mean that the former kaiser is “‘sound- 
ing’’ the foreign: office as to the attitude the 
diplomats will take teward his defense. 

‘With the national assembly, the business 
interests and the foreign office ‘ined up’’ 
on his side William the Second will be ready 
for trial. He will be prepared to make his 
defense the defense of. Germany, his trial 
the trial of Germany, his cause the father- 
land’s. And if hé succeeds in this it does 
not matter what the verdict and punishment 
are, for William the Second will go down 
in German history as ‘‘William . the 
martyr’’; not as William the coward.’’ 

In reading some of the documents which 
I brought from Germany I find. on the first 
page of the ‘‘War Chronicle,’’ an official 
monthly propaganda magazine published by 
the former German Government in August, 
1914, this paragraph: ‘ 

‘The name by. which this war will be- 
come known to history is already recog- 
nized. It can only be called the German 
war, and the position of Germany as a na- 
tion is its object.’’ 

In another issue there is a speech by Dr. 
von Bethmann-Hollweg, the former chan- 
cellor, in which he is quoted as saying: 

“‘The world must know that no one shall 
harm a hair of a German head with im- 
punity.’’ 

It -~was.in the Reichstag he was speaking. 
‘*The exterior responsibility must be lak 
in the hands of the men. of Russia, who 


“ordered and carried out the general mobili- . 


zation of the entire Russian army; the in- 
‘terior responsibility, however, lies im. the 
hands of the government. of Great Britain. 
{Lively applause. ] 

“The Belgian neutrality, which England 
pretended to protect, is a sham.’’ [Renewed 
lively applause. } ;

8 all German statesmen-now living who 
served Germany prior to and during the war, 
no one man possesses: more infermation’ and 
evidence about the. kaiser than his former 
chancellor. What should be more natural, 


then, than for Von Bethmann-Hollweg to 


come forward and ‘ask the president of the 
Peace Conference to try him instead of the 
ex-emperor? This is the cleverest and most 
tmpertant move in the defense of | 


Of course, Herr von Bethmann- Hollweg 
will be called to testify. He was present at 
virtually every important conference before 
and during the early days of the war, 
knew all the information in possession of the 
government. He received all reports, mili- 
tary and. political, and, above all, in 1916 
he led the fight against the military party 
around the monarch. 
decision in all matters of state were made 
~ by the ex-emperor. He knows who in- 
fluenced the ruler. He knows whose reports 
reached him. He was the official spokesman 
of the kaiser and his government. He made 
all explanations and signed all public and 
private treaties and documents. Wither as 
a witness for the kaiser or as the man 
to assume all responsibility he is destined to 
be the chief figure at the trial next to his 
imperial master. 

Dr. von Bethmann- Hollweg, at sixty-two 
years of age~ is to be mace the “‘goat,”’ 
according to the kaiser’s plans of defense. 

To a greater degree than one might expect 
after a revolution, William of Hohenzollern 
also has a loyal press in Germany. The 
Lokal-Anzeiger, the so-called ‘‘kaiser’s 
paper,’’ published by his intimate friend, 
August Scherl; the Tages-Zeitung, of 
Count. zu Reventlow; the Kreuz-Zeitung, 
the Taeglische Rundschau, the Cologne 
Gazette, Hamburger Nachrichten and the 
Germania, ®f the Catholic party, all may be 
expected to back him in his defense, just 
as many of them are already advocating 
his return to Germany and to the throne. 

Fortunately for the kaiser-who-was, death 
has already removed many of the leading 
men whose testimony might be exceedingly 
incriminating, especially under cross-exami- 
nation. Count Stefan Tisza, who was min- 
ister president of Hungary and the dominat- 
ing pewer behind the former Emperor Franz 
Josef, the man who ordered Count Berehtold, 
the Vienna foreign minister, to send the ulti- 
matum to Serbia, was assassinated during 
the Hungarian revolution. The German 
ambassador to Austria-Hungary, who trans- 
mitted all communications between Vienna 
and Berlin, and who was sent to the former 
dual monarchy with full instructions in the 
days when the two kaisers were preparing 
for war, is dead. So is General von Moltke, 
former minister of war and chief of the 
German genera! staff, who was present with 
the emperor at all conferences at the begin- 
ning of the war and who had charge of all 
military preparations fer a European war. 
Alfred Ballin, former director general of the 
Hamburg-American Line, an intimate ad- 
viser of the former emperor, died only re- 
cently. Count Czernin, former Vienna

But what proof will he have to 
substantiate his plea? The question is 
easily answered. He will have all the mass 
of “‘evidence’’ which the German Government 
used to flood the world throughout the war 
to ‘‘prove’’ Germany’s-innocence. He will 
have opinion upon opinion of German ‘“‘in- 
ternational law’’ experts and testimony of 
his companions and associates, who are stili 
loyal, but ‘‘all the king’s horses and all- the 
king’s men will not be able to put Kaiser 
For the 
ex-emperor will be convicted by the testi- 
mony of other Germans, scores, if not hun< 
dreds, of them who know that his decision 
was final in all questions, such as Prince 
Lichnowsky, Herr Muehlon of Krupp’s and 
others. He sanctioned the policies of the 
foreign office.
